In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you 
are directed to notify and summons the inhabitants of the Town 
of Falmouth qualified to vote in elections to meet at the Eliza- 
beth Theatre on Tuesday, the 9th day of February, next, at 
9 o’clock A. M., for the purpose of acting on the articles con- 
tained in the following warrant.

To meet at the several Polling Places on February 11th, at 
8 o’clock A. M. (the polls being open at this time and shall be 
closed at 7.30 o’clock P. M.) to bring in their votes, all on one 
ballot under the Australian ballot system, as adopted by the 
Town, viz:—

quorum being present the meeting was not opened until 9.45 
o’clock A. M. at which time it was called to order by George 
E. Dean, Moderator, and opened by a prayer from Rev. H. A. 
Allenby.

Voted, that Charles H. Gifford and Edwin F. Robinson be 
chosen as agents. 


RESOLUTION 


That the thanks of the voters of the Town of Falmouth be 
hereby extended to Mrs. Bertha Hobbs and Mrs. Smith for their 
very generous gift to the Town for Park purposes along the 
East shore of Falmouth Inner Harbor and that this vote be en- 
tered in the Town Clerk’s records. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 

Voted, that the Town Treasurer with the approval of the 
Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow money from .« 
time to time in anticipation of revenue of the financial year be- 
ginning January 1, 1926, and to issue a note or notes therefor 
payable within one year, any debt or debts incurred under this 


vote to be paid from revenue of said financial year. Voted 
unanimous, quorum being present. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Cape and Vineyard Blectric 
Company to light the streets for the coming year or take any 
other action thereon. 

Voted, that they be so authorized (see appropriation). 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to settle claims and suits against the town which are 
pending or may arise against the town and to fix a definite 
amount which may be used by the board for the purpose or take 
any other action thereon. 

Voted, that they be so authorized, and $500 appropriated. 


Article 7. To raise such sums of money as may be needed 
to defray the town’s expenses for the calendar year, viz: High- 
ways, curbings, dust laying material, railings, bridges, snow, 
clearing curves, schools. school supplies, transportation. repair 
ef public buildings, bonds and notes, parks, fire department, board 
of he&lth, interest, poor cepartment, street lights, salaries, lib- 
raries, trees, caterpillars, gypsy and brown-tail moths, miscel- 
laneous, state aid, soldiers’ relief, elm leaf beetle, inland fish- 
eries, Memorial Day, printing and stationery, regulating autos, 
wells, and any others that may be needed. 

See Appropriations. 

Article .8 To see what method the town will adopt re 
ing the collecting of taxes, and to fix the compensation for the 
services of the collector, or act thereon. 

Voted, that October 1st be the date established when taxes 
shall be due, that interest at the rate of 6 per cent per annum 
be charged from said date on unpaid taxes; that this year and 
in the future a definite amount be doslanntad as the compensa- 
tion of the tax collector and that this year the amount be fixed 
at $2000. 

Article 9. To hear the reports of Committees and act there- 
on. 

Voted, to accept the reports of the several committees; also 
voted that in the matter of water extensions on new develop- 
ments, that where in the opinion of the Water Commissioners 
there are not sufficient buildings, the Commissioners, before 
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making such extensions may require a surety bond to insure the 
performance of the 9 per cent guarantee. 

Article 10. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the purpose of extending water mains to 
and through Silver Beach at an estimated cost of $30,000 and 
to and through Wild Harbor at an additional estimated cost of 
$8000, said moneys to be raised in part by notes or bonds of the 
town issued in legal form therefor; or take any other action in 
these matters. 

Voted, 16 affirmative, 120 negative. 

Article 11. To see if the town will direct the Water Com- 
missioners to lay a six-inch main on Prospect Street, Woods Hole, 
an approximate distance of 230 feet and raise and appropriate 
the sum of $365 therefor, or take any action thereon. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 12. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money (estimated at $40,000) for the purpose of pur- 
chasing and installing a 2,000,000 gallon pump at the pumping 
station, to be raised in part in the tax levy of this year and the 
balance to be raised by issuing notes or bonds of the town, the 
entire sum to be paid within five years or take any action thereon. 

Voted, see Article 48. ‘ 

Article 13. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $7,500 to finish resurfacing Silver Beach Avenue to 
the Shell Road. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $7,500. 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money to build anew a section of that road running from Narrow 
Bridge, so called, to the Mashpee line through Meadow Neck, 
so called this road having previously been laid out, and accept- 
ed by the town. On petition of George Medberry and others. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $2,000. 

Article 15. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1500 to harden Chapel Park Avenue, Falmouth 
Heights, with whatever material the Highway Surveyor may 
deem best. On petition of Charles S. Baker and others. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 16. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500 to grade and harden 200 feet of Pleasant Street

beginning at Quissett Avenue. On petition of Ernest W. Rohmel- 
ing and others. 

Above seven articles referred to 1926 meeting in 1925. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 17. To see if the town will accept the doings of 
the Selectmen in laying out an extension of Walker Street be- 
ginning at the southerly end of present street thence southerly 
to Surf Drive, so called, the estimated cost of which is as fol- 
lows: 

To construct a loam road, $5,320.00. 

To macadam with gravel base including seal coat, $6,100.00 
additional. 

To build stock fence, $1,257.00. 

Making a total estimated cost of $12,677.00 to be raised in 
this year’s tax levy or in part by notes or bonds of the town 
issued in legal form therefor or do or act anything else in this 
matter for this purpose. On petition of Isaac H. Robbins and 
others. 

Voted, to accept the doings of the Selectmen (no appropri- 
ation). 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to widen, improve, 
and light Sippewissett Road (or street) commencing at Gifford’s 
Corner and running to Quissett Harbor Road; and to appropri- 
ate the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) for the same; 
the same to be raised by tax levy or by notes or bonds of the 
town issued in legal form therefor, or take any other action in 
this matter. On petition of C. R. Robinson and others. 

Voted, to be referred to the next annual town meeting, and 
Selectmen are requested to relocate the road and to straighten 
curves. : 

Article 19. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $530 for the two street beacons now in operation, one 
at Teaticket and one in North Falmouth. On petition of the 
Selectmen. 

Voted, that $530 be raised and appropriated. 

Article 20. To see if the town will accept the doings of 
the Selectmen in laying out anew, widening and straightening 
the road from the State Highway easterly by the house of Manuel 
White in North Falmouth and raise and appropriate a sum of 
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money to repair or rebuild the same or take any other action 
thereon. On petition of George E. F. Donkin and others. 

Voted, to accept the doings of the Selectmen, the cost of 
same to be taken from the general highway appropriation. 

Article 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of two thousand ($2,000) dollars to protect the 
highway in front of the residents of James C. Elms at Menau- 
hant. On petition of J. C. Elms and others. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $2,000. 

Article 22. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $117.67 for the purpose of lighting the remainder of 
Lakeview Avenue for the coming year. On petition of Alvin 
J. Jones and others. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of $117.50. 

Article 23. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $487.20 for the purpose of lighting the extension of 
Elm Road for the ensuing year. On petition of H. W. Crooker 
and others. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of $487.20. 

Article 24. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $630 to pay unpaid bills for 1925 belonging to the 
Poor Department. Request of Selectmen. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of $630.00. 

Article 25. To see if the town will vote to reappropriate 
from the balance in the Treasury, the sum of $8,696.64, being 
the unexpended balance of the amount appropriated in 1925 
for the completion and equipment of the Junior High School, 
said amount to be expended under the direction of the Junior 
High School Building Committee. On request of Building Com- 
mittee. 

Voted, that the sum of $8,696.64 be reappropriated. 

Article 26. To see if the town will raise and appropriated 
$850 a compensation to Arthur Underwood over his salary as 
Assessor and Selectmen for services in regularly keeping open 
and regularly attending the town offices, or take any other ac- 
tion in this matter or for said purpose. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 27. To see if the town w'll raise and appropriate 
the sum of $15,000 to be placed in the hands of the Department 
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of Public Works to be expended i in further dredging in Falmouth 
Inner Harbor. No part of this sum to be used unless the State 
makes a contribution. On petition of W. W. Phinney and others. 

Voted, to be referred to the next annual town meeting. 

Article 28. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2500 to resurface Surf Drive from the stone road 
near the ‘‘Bathing Casino”’ to the intersection of the road near 
the residence of Albert E. MeVitty with any material the High- 
way Surveyor may think best. On petition of George H. Tur- 
ner and others. . 

See Article 29. 

Article 29. To see if the town will vote to appropriate five 
thousand dollars to harden the unfinished part of Surf Drive 
and Mill Road with bituminous mixture. On request of the 
Highway Surveyor. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $5000 for the above. 

Article 30. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Highway Surveyor to repair and sealcoat that portion of Spencer 
Baird Road in Woods Hole, leading from West Street and run- 
ning west approximately 260 feet. The cost of same to be taken 
from funds of the Highway Surveyor. On petition of Herbert 
B. Alberts and others. 

Voted, that the Highway Surveyor be so instructed, and 
cost of same to be taken from funds in the Highway Department. 


WEDNESDAY MORNING, FEB. 10th 


Article 31. To see if the town will vote to rebuild or build 
anew Green’s Pond Bridge, so called, by repairing the present 
wooden structure; or by building a new bridge of stone, con- 
crete, or iron super-structure or otherwise of the same span, or 
of shorter span with approaches of embankment material; on 
the present site or elsewhere; and purchase or take property 
therefor; and according to plans, proposals and specifications 
submitted by the committee on Green’s Pond Bridge or other- 
wise ; and to raise and appropriate a sum of money for the same, 
said money to be raised partly by taxation and partly by notes 
or bonds issued in legal form therefor, or make any other pro- 
vison for raising and paying any appropriation under this arti- 
cle; or take any other action regarding the matter of Green’s 
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Pond Bridge, said bridge having been condemned by the con- 
sulting engineer as unsafe for public travel in its present con- 
dition. At request of Committee on Green’s Pond Bridge. 

A quorum being present it was voted, that the sum of $75,- 
000 be raised and appropriated for the purpose of constructing 
a bridge of concrete in place of the present condemned bridge 
over Green’s Pond; that of this sum $5000 be raised in this year’s 
tax levy, and the balance of $70,000 be raised by issuing notes 
or bonds of the town in legal form therefor, to be payable $4000 
annually thereafter beginning one year from their date for 10 
years and $3000 annually thereafter for the following 10 years, 
said notes or bonds to bear interest at such rate as the Town 
Treasurer shall determine. Of 286 voting, 233 voted affirma- 
tive, 53 negative. 

Article 32. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars ($2500) to construct 
tennis courts and to do other work on the Francis A. Nye Mem- 
orial Park. On petition of J. Everett Noyes and others. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 33. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $225 to install a pump in the pit of the Woods 
Hole drawbridge. On petition of John J. Veeder and others. 

Voted, that $225 be raised and appropriated. 

Article 34. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate one hundred three dollars and fifty cents ($103.50) to re- 
imburse the Marine Biological Laboratory, being one-half the 
amount paid by them to complete the curbings of Water and 
East Streets, Woods Hole, Mass. On petition of John J. Veeder 
and others. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $103.50. 

Article 35. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sufficient sum of money to clean and paint the Woods 
Hole drawbridge. On petition of John J. Veeder and others. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of $300, to be ex- 
pended under the direction of John J. Veeder. 

Article 36. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,500.00 to resurface the street on the east 
side of Worcester Park from Grand Avenue North. On petition 
of Henry W. L. Fox and others. 
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Voted, to be referred to the next annual town meeting. 

Article 37. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate seven thousand dollars to finish Menauhant Road, so called, 
with bituminous hardening. By request of the Highway Sur- 
veyor. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,000. 

Article 38. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $5,009.00 for the purpose of hardening with 
bituminous material, a section of Grand Avenue around the east- 
erly end of Falmouth Heights. On petition of Karl T. Kirk and 
others. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $2,500 for the above, work 
to commence at the hardened end of Grand Avenue on the north. 

Article 39. To see if the town will vote to place one elec- 
tric street light at the corner of Grand Avenue, there being no 
public highway lights within seven hundred (700) feet in any 
direction of this location. On petition of Mabel J. Fox and 
others. 

Voted, to be referred to the Selectmen. 

Article 40. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the purpose of extending its water mains 
through the streets on ‘‘The Moors”’ so called, a distance of ap- 
proximately 4000 feet, the estimated cost being $12,000, to be 
raised by tax levy, water revenue, or by notes or bonds of the 
town issued in legal form therefor; or act anything else in this 
matter. (An annual income of 9 per cent on the cost is guar- 
anteed. 

Voted, that the sum of $12,000.00 be raised and appropriated 
for the purpose of extending the town water mains through the 
streets on ‘‘The Moors’’ so ealled, a distance of approximately 
4,000 feet; that of this amount $1,000.00 be raised in the tax 
levy of the current year, which $1,000.00 is to be applied to the 
payment of the small portion of said water mains which are less 
than 6 inches in diameter, that the balance of $11,000.00 which 
is to be used for the payment of the remaining portion of said 
water mains, all to be 6 inches or more in diameter, be raised 
by notes or bonds of the town therefor, said notes or bonds to be 
in legal form and to be payable $1,000.00 annually thereafter be- 
ginning 1 year from their date, said notes or bonds to bear in- 
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terest at such rate as may be fixed by the Town Treasurer with 
the approval of the Selectmen. Affirmative 203, negative 0. 

Article 41. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the purpose of extending six inch water 
mains through the streets on the ‘‘Racing Beach’’ section so 
called, an approximate distance of 6700 feet, the estimated cost 
being $17,000; to be raised by tax levy, water revenue, or by 
notes or bonds of the town issued in legal form therefor; or take 
any other action in this matter. (An annual income of 9 per- 
cent on the cost is guaranteed). 

Voted, that the sum of $17,000.00 be raised and appropri- 
ated for the purpose of extending 6 or more inch water mains 
through the streets on the ‘‘Racing Beach”’’ section, so called, 
an approximate distance of 6,700 feet; that this entire amount 
be raised by notes or bonds of the town issued in legal form 
therefor and to be payable $2,000 annually beginning one year 
from their date for 8 years and $1,000 for the following year, 
said notes or bonds to bear interest at such rate as may be fixed 
by the town treasurer with the approval of the selectmen. 180 
voted affirmative, 0 negative. 

Article 42. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the purpose of laying six inch water mains 
to and through Seapit, so called, an approximate distance of 
5,300 feet, the estimated cost being $15,000.00; to be raised by 
tax levy, water revenue or by notes of the town issued in legal 
form therefor; or act anything else in this matter.

BRIDGES 


After inspecting the bridges in the town, I found that most 
of the bridges were in need of repairs. The Woods Hole draw- 
bridge had to have a new wall on the east side as the old wall 
had pushed so far towards the bridge that it could not be closed. 
The new wall was built of concrete and then tied back with 
rods and turnbuckles to a concrete block set about 12 feet back 
in the road from the bridge wall so if the wall should ever tip 
towards the bridge it could be drawn back by the use of the 
turnbuckles. 

Narrow bridge at Waquoit was in a very bad condition the 
east wall having bulged and let the road settle badly. The iron 
girders were also badly pitted with rust. The east wall has 
been rebuilt and heavily reinforced on the sides with concrete, 
there were new girders placed between the old ones making this 
bridge very much safer. There was also quite a little new railing 
put on this bridge and the approaches. 

Bourne Pond bridge is in very poor condition. I have had it 
repaired so it could be used this year but there should be a new 
bridge built in the near future. 

Great Pond Bridge is in need of a good many repairs or else 
a new bridge, the piles and timbers are getting to be very un- 
safe.

FINAL REPORT SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON SCHOOL 
CONDITIONS 


To the Selectmen of Falmouth: 

The Special Committee appointed at Town Meeting 1923 to 
consider the school situation is enclosing to you a check for $500 
being the unexpended balance of $1000 allowed by the Finance 
Board in December 1923 for the preparation of competitive plans 
for a Junior High School building. Five hundred dollars were 
paid, as agreed, to the successful architect. The plans submitted 
by the Frank Irving Cooper Corporation were so defective that 
it was thought best to question its charge of $500 for this item, 
as agreed. A copy of this letter to Mr. Cooper is enclosed. The 
Frank Irving Cooper Corporation has not to the present time 
thought fit to reply to this letter and now that three years have 
elapsed, the Special Committee is returning the money to the 
town, with this explanatory note.

Dear Mr. Cooper, 

' At a recent meeting of the Special Committee on’ Schools I 
was asked to consult with you with reference to your charge for 
services in preparing plans for the Junior High School. 

I am naturally reluctant to call into question a charge of 
this kind, but certain features in connection with it make the 
Committee feel that you would yourself prefer to have the charge 
referred to a disinterested party who would have the  confi- 
dence of the Committee and yourself rather than leave a feeling 
of dissatisfaction with the Committee which neither of the par- 
ties desire. The specific criticism of the charge is that the plans 
submitted did not conform to or meet the specification of needs 
submitted by the Superintendent of Schools under date of De- 
cember 19, 1923. 

These needs called for eight class rooms, one of which was to 
be a manual training room. There was no provision for a manual 
training room in the plan submitted for a new building. 

There is no provision shown for a heating plan and coal 
supply or for excavated portion of the basement. 

The architectural type of building suited: to Falmouth ap- 
pears not to have been given the consideration or study which 
the matter deserved and neither the architectural plans for the 
new building or the addition to the present high school building 
could hope for a favorable consideration from the Committee ov 
the Town. 

The Committee was frankly disappointed at the shcwing 
made by your office and desires only to be both fair to yourself 
and just to the town which it represents in the expenditure of the 
town money. 

I suggest a reference of the entire matter to an arehitect 
who shall be nominated by an architect who is himself not con- 
nected in any way with the project.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS REPORT 


The Water Commissioners respectfully submit the follow- 
ing report: 

The Board was reorganize with Eugene E.. C. Swift as Chair- 
man, Charles EH. Hall, Secretary, and Seba A. Holton, Financial 
Secretary. 

During the past season the plant of the Water Department 
has been enlarged to a greater extent than at any time since its 
construction. Over seven miles of new mains have been laid, 
a new pump is being installed, and land has been taken and pre- 
liminary work done for a new standpipe at Woods Hole. 


PUMP. All things considered, the Commissioners deemed it 
advisable to install a large economical fly-wheel Corliss valve 
type of pump, with a capacity ranging from 1 to 214 million 
gallons per day. The pump selected will handle twice the amount 
of water for the same amount of steam as the older pumps. It 
was made by the Worthington Pump & Machinery Co., which 
was the lowest of three bidders, and the price paid is considered 
iow for this type of unit. The installation, including founda- 
tions, new suction lines, ete., is being done by F. A. Mazzur & 
Co., of Boston, on a basis advantageous to the town. This con- 
cern has had large experience in complicated work of this kind. 


CLEANING MAINS. To improve the carrying capacity of 
the mains supplying Woods Hole, which like all of the older pipe 
of the system, is badly filled up with a fungus growth, the Nation- 
al Water Main Cleaning Co. was engaged to clean the pipe. This 
work resulted in considerably increasing the carrying capacity. 
Some discoloration of the water, resulting from the cleaning 
eperations has persisted much longer than is usual causing many 
complaints from takers. Frequent flushing of the lines has been 
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employed to alleviate this condition, which although objection- 
able is not deemed injurious to health by the State authorities 
who were asked to analyze it. 


EXTENSIONS. The work of the season comprised two 
clases. First, extensions for the improvement of the system as 


follows:

It being deemed for the best interests of the Town to have 
the work included as far as possible in one contract, plans and 
specifications were prepared for The Moors, Racing Beach, Good- 
will Park, Maravista Avenue, Falmouth Heights-Menauhant Road, 
and West Falmouth. Bids were received from six out of town 
contracts and one local one for laying pipe; from nine con- 
tractors for valves and hydrants, and from six for pipe. Bids 
were publicly opened by the chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
and the contract for pipe-laying was awarded to the lowest 
bidder, J. H. McCusker & Sons of Waltham, Mass. The estimated 
cost of the work to be done was $1557 less than the next low 
bidder, and 11,547 less than that of the local bidder. During the 
course of the work, the contractor’s force comprised about 50 


a a 
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per cent of local men. 

There was a 10 per cent saving by the use of centrifugally 
cast pipe over the lowest figure for American Water Works pipe. 
Centrifugally cast pipe is relatively new, but is being used very 
extensively, because it is more homogeneous, of larger internal 
diameter and smoother, giving a greater flow and less tendency 
for fungus growth. The pipe was supplied by the U. 8. Cast Iron 
Pipe & Foundry Co., while the contract for valves and hydrants 
was awarded to the lowest bidder, The Eddy Valve Co. 

With the publicity given the call for bids, low prices were 
obtained which meant a very considerable saving to the Town; 
and although preferring to award the work locally, the Commis- 
sioners would not have been justified in doing so at an additional 
cost of $11,000. 

Richardson & Gay of Boston, who had advised the Commis- 
sioners in the past on various matters regarding the system, were 
retained as Consulting Engineers, while George A. Griffin, who 
had supervised the extensions in 1925 and is familiar with local 
conditions was employed as Resident Engineer to see that the 
work was done according to specifications, to give lines and 
grades, make records of locations of pipe and fittings, surveys 
of lines over private property, and to have general field super- 
vision of the work. 

The costs of the various sections are given elsewhere in this 
report, and it will be seen that they are well within the appro- 
priation. 


SEAPIT and WOODS HOLE STANDPIPE. Upon taking of 
the land by the Selectmen for the standpipe lot, bids were asked 
for the pipe work there and for the Seapit extension. The ad- 
vantageous prices obtained previously for pipe and appurten- 
ances were continued hy the contractors, and again an out of 
town contractor bid lower than the previous contractor. Local 
men were asked to bid, but declined. As in the case of the pre- 
vious contract, a completion bond was required, as well as a 
reserve fund to be retained for one year from the final payment, 
to cover the Town for any expense due to faulty work. In this 
contract the reserve was $500.00. The requirement of a bond 
in public work is almost universal and the reserve fund is quite 
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customary. The work on this contract was completed very satis- 
factorily. Practically all of the labor was obtained locally. 


WOODS HOLE STANDPIPE. The Commissioners are 
aware of the fact that there was considerable complaint by large 
property owners in Woods Hole against a standpipe as unsight- 
ly as the one at Quissett being placed on the highest and suit- 
able available land. It must extend to a height of some 90 feet 
to obtain the necessary pressure head, and will be a landmark 
for miles around, the location being even more prominent than 
the one at Quissett. 

They have, therefore, had studies made by their engineer 
as to the cost of a less unsightly structure, with the result that 
they are advised that without more funds than are now avail- 
able, nothing can be done along these lines. Realizing that there 
are balances available from the other appropriations this year, 
it was decided to postpone the work on the standpipe proper un- 
til next spring, meanwhile going before the Town Meeting to 
ask for a transfer of these unexpended balances sufficient to in- 
crease the available amount. 

There is, it is understood, precedent for the Commissioners 
to make such transfers without special authorization, but they 
prefer to take the more conservative course in this matter. 


GENERAL. The total length of new mains added in 1926 
was 7.1 miles of the following sizes: 12 inch, 8,080 ft.; 10 inch, 
8,627 ft.; 8 inch, 9677 ft.; 6 inch, 10,197 ft.; 4 inch, 1056 ft. A 
large part of the system is now over 26 years old, and with addi- 
tions being constantly made, there are increasing demands on 
the maintenance force for the up-keep of such a valuable plant 
comprising many miles of pipe, as well as hydrants, eate-valves, 
services, ete. Many services have outlived their usefulness and 
should be replaced, and due to changes in highway grades and 
resurfacing, the department is called upon to re-set many gate- 
boxes so as to have them readily accessible, or to relocate them 
where they have been unwittingly covered up. 

Records of locations of mains and gates are being gradually 
brought up to date, and it is the intention to have a complete 
record of these appurtenances so that in emergencies it will be 
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possible to locate any underground gate with the least possible 
delay. All of this work tends to increase the cost of maintenance, 
but is a very essential work. The cost of such work’ although 
larger than in previous years, is relatively small in proportion 
to the value of the plant, and the increase is due in some meas- 
ure to a failure to realize in the early days of the system the 
rapid growth that has ensued, and the impossibility of depend- 
ing on personal knowledge for locations of such a large network 
of pipes and appurtenances. 


DESCRIPTIONS OF EXTENSIONS 


THE MOORS extension comprised about 1200 feet of 8 inch 
pipe, continuing the line laid in 1925 to the railroad track; about 
1200 feet of 6 inch on Mocrland Road, and 700 feet of 4 inch on 
Quonset Road. 

RACING BEACH. A loop line was laid here, consisting of 
2071 feet of 8 inch, and 4074 feet of 6 inch pipe, enclosing the 
area most likely to develop first. 

GOODWILL PARK-TEATICKET. This is a 12 inch line 
from the Pumping Station through the park to Gifford Street, 
thence across private property by agreement with the owners, 
to the County Road at Teaticket, at a point about 100 feet east- 
erly from Maravista Avenue, where it connects with the existing 
8 inch line supplying the eastern part of town. The 12 inch line 
c1osses the road, reducing to 10 inch which extends down Mara- 
vista Avenue. The line through the park follows the road where 
feasible, going through the woods for a distance of 1066 feet 
to shorten the distance around by the road. The consent of the 
Trustees of Public Reservations to pass through the park was 
obtained on condition that there should be a minimum disturb- 
ance to trees, and that there should be a hydrant placed for fire 
protection. One hydrant was placed where the line comes out 
on Gifford Street, and provision was made for a possible future 
extension southerly along Gifford St. After leaving Gifford St., 
this line passes through woods and pastures with a swamp cross- 
ing of about 60 feet, which required timber support for the pipe. 

As anticipated, this line has improved the pressures in the 
eastern part of town and reduced the load at the pumping sta- 
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tion required to supply this area through the long roundabout 
course through the village. 

MARAVISTA AVE. and FALMOUTH HEIGHTS-MEN- 
AUHANT ROAD. A 10 inch line was laid the entire length of 
Maravista Avenue, to the beach, where it was cut into the exist- 
ing line coming from Falmouth Heights, thence across the road 
reducing to 8 inches and extending along the shore side of the 
road to the easterly end of Grand Avenue, and connecting there 
with the existing main This new line, consisting of 8623 feet 
of 10 inch and 1494 feet of 8 inch pipe serves primarily to im- 
prove the service to the Heights, which formerly depended wholly 
upon an 8 inch line in service several years, laid along the 
‘Heights Road.’’ The line will also supply a large area not 
formerly supplied in Maravista, and will furnish adequate fire 
protection for the whole area, hydrants being placed to cover 
the section now built up, with branches provided for future 
hydrants as needed. 

WEST FALMOUTH. An 8 inch line commencing at Nasha- 
wena St., was laid for a distance of 2534 feet. This was built 
with a 9 per cent guarantee, primarily to supply the ‘‘Nemasket 
Beach’’ property, but also having in mind an ultimate extension 
to the north. 

SEAPIT. In order to supply the Waquoit Bay development, 
connection was made with the existing 6 inch line at Stevens’ 
Corner, and an 8 inch pipe carried along the State Highway to the 
Seapit Road. A 6 inch line was laid for 3772 feet along the Sea- 
pit Road to the end of the present development; 8 inch pipe 
was used on the State Highway so that it might later be con- 
tinued back towards town to meet the existing 8 inch line. 

WOODS HOLE STANDPIPE. The work of this season con- 
sisted of making the 12 inch connections from Quissett Avenue 
and the State Road to the proposed standpipe. These were com- 
pleted the middle of December, a total length of 2020 feet of 
12 inch pipe with necessary gates at the junctions with the exist- 
ing mains, control gates at the standpipe, and a 4 inch blowoff 
on the Quissett Avenue end extending 215 feet to a swamp. 

Some very large bowlders on the site of the standpipe were 
removed as. it. was necessary to have all blasting done before 
pipe was laid. This work, together, with a, small,amount of grad- 
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ing for the access road, which could be done to advantage at 
this time will hasten the progress when construction is begun 
in the spring. 

The pipe lines were laid over private property for which 
an easement had been taken in accordance with the vote at the 
last annual town meeting. The laying of this pipe was the most 
difficult of any of the season’s work because of the extremely 
rocky nature of the soil; bowlders of all sizes being encountered 
every few feet which called for unusual care to avoid damaging 
the pipe while laying, and to secure adequate bedding in earth to 
prevent after damage. 

On all the season’s work surveys have been made over pri- 
vate land as required for necessary easements, and careful meas- 
urements have been made of all underground work as it was 
placed so that a complete record of the 7 miles of pipe and ap- 
purtenances will be available for the use of the maintenance 
force, present and future. 


The following petitions for extensions to the water mains 
have been received: 

A line from the State Road in North Falmouth to and through 
the streets and ways at Silver Beach. 

From Locust Street to and through a tract known as Siders’ 
Pond Lots in Falmouth Village, a distance of approximately 
2000 feet. 

For a line to the Club House of the Woods Hole Golf Club, 
a distance of approximately 3000 feet, also a fire hydrant on the 
premises. 

For a main leading northerly from Clinton Avenue past the 
house of W. B. Durkee et al. 

The above are all under a guaranty of 9 percent annual in- 
come. 

We have also received petitions for the following: 

On the Sandwich road a distance of approximately 5000 feet. 

On Gifford Street a distance of approximately 6710 feet. 

On Fresh Pond Road the same as was asked for last year 
ky E. C. Bourne. et al. was! 

We have been asked to replace about 1000 ft. of four inch 
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pipe on the Nobska Road with one of six inches to give better 
fire protection. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


We recommend that the mains be cleaned on the following 
streets: Nobska Road at Woods Hole, approximately 3000 feet; 
Surf Drive, 2112 feet; Mill Road, 3696 feet; Gifford St., 1594 
feet., in Falmouth Village. On the State road from the pump- 
in station road to the road leading to the West Falmouth stand- 
pipe a distance of about 17,424. 

We estimate the entire cost of the above at about $10,000. 
The mains throughout the town are in such condition that similar 
appropriations will have to be made each year until the older 
mains have been cleaned. 

The proposed change in the location in the State Road be- 
tween Falmouth and Woods Hole will necessarily entail con- 
siderable expense upon the department in changing locations 
ef fire hydrants and service connections.

To the Board of Water Commissioners: 
Dear Sirs: 
Engine Room 
The small pumps were removed November 1st. Before doing 
so, the remaining pun.p was examined, a new pin put in the 
high pressure valve, a new piston put in the air pump, some new 
valves put in the water end. The new pump is now all in the 
building and being erected. It will be some time before it is 
ready to pump water for the town. A new extra heavy 6 inch 
steam pipe has been installed, replacing the old one that has 
been leaking for some years. A new 16 inch suction line is 
being laid to the pond for the new pump. 
Boiler Room 
The boilers have needed no repairs this year. The insur- 
ance inspector gave a good report of them when he examined 
them internally. 
Living Rooms 
No work has been done in this part of the plant this year. 
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The altitude valves at the standpipes are working well. I 
have not heard of any water wasted over the top since they were 
installed. 

The Bristol System on the Quissett standpipe has worked 
so well that I hope this system will be installed on the new stand- 
pipe at Woods Hole and at West Falmouth so that the station 
can know how much weter there is in them at all times. 

The pond still remains at a low level for the third successive 
year.

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM

‘‘Gilly’’ was a very well liked member of the department, 
and everyone was his friend. He was an excellent fireman, a 
good pal, and his smiling face and cheery word is sorely missed 
by his fellow firemen. 


REMARKS 


Repairs and a small addition was made at the Central sta- 
tion this year to enlarge the quarters for men added to the per- 
manent force. Also the heating capacity was increased but has 
proven to be insufficient as the building is not adapted for the 
purpose it is being used for. 

The central station does not conform to the state laws in 
its use and construction. These laws require that a building 
used to house any motor vehicle that that portion so used shall 
be ‘‘fire protected’’ from the portion not used for housing such 
motor vehicles. 

The station at North Falmouth was painted and a larger 
heating unit ordered installed therein. 

1250 feet of hose was lost from service during the year thru 
wear and tear and a part of that amount from causes not known 
to us. We have sent samples of the ‘‘defective’’ hose to the 
Bureau of Standards, Washington, to determine if possible the 
cause of its rapid deterioration. At this writing no report has 
been received as to the findings. 

The combination hose truck at North Falmouth met with an 
eeccident at West Falmouth while responding to a fire and was 
sent to the factory for rebuilding. Same was returned and is 
now back in service. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Board of Engineers have received a petition from the 
Woods Hole Protective Society asking that they insert an 
article in the warrant for the annual town meeting to purchase 
a thousand gallon pumper for their district and that the Board 
approve same. I recommend that the Board of Engineers take 
this action. 

I recommend that the Board support the proposed New 
Central Fire Station in the coming town meeting. 

I recommend that alterations be made on the doors at the 
Woods Hole Station and that general repairs be made to the 
building.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON NEW FIRE STATION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

The committee appointed at the annual town meeting of 
1926 wish to submit their report and recommendations. 

The Committee duly met and organized and, following the 
instructions of the town, investigated the conditions, studied the 
situation and inquired into the advisability of what the time 

* would require at the present and for the future. 
The following conditions were encountered and the situ- 
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ation revealed that true knowledge of the facts had not reached 
the public. They are as follows: 

1. That the building does not conform to any of the regu- 
lations of the state that control the housing and storage of motor 
vehicles, and as a result the town renders itself liable to con- 
demnation proceedings by the state. 

2. That the present fire station is entirely inadequate, a 
hazardous structure and an exceedingly dangerous building to 
house a fire protective apparatus of the town. 

3. That temporary additions have been made, from time 
to time, of the cheapest construction in order to expand and 
obtain space for equipment. 

4, That seven men are living in a building with insufficient 
heat, poor facilities for personal hygiene and no comforts, es- 
pecially during inclement weather. 

5. That the present building does not, admit of repairs or 
alterations without entailing great expense. 

The committee, as was instructed by the town, investigated 
the policy of combining a Police Station with a Fire Station. 
They. discovered that this policy had been tried in other cities 
and towns and in many cases abandoned. That it seemed more 
desirable to have a police department situated in the Town Hall 
and that no advantages are offered by combining them with the 
fire department. In fact, statistics show that it proves detri- 
mental to do so. It was therefore decided by the committee to 
make no further consideration of the police station. 

As a result of the conditions above enumerated, the entire 
committee was convinced that the need of a new Central Fire 
Station was most apparent and that immediate action by the 
town be recommended and have hereby recommended in this 
report. 

Several architects were interviewed and finally Mr. Clarence 
P. Hoyt of Boston was requested to prepare plans for a new sta- 
tion. The Fire Chief submitted to the architect his require- 
ments, and suitable plans have been drawn. In adopting these 
plans the committee feel that they will meet any of the future 
requirements of the town so that it will never be necessary to 
rebuild or enlarge the proposed station. It has been found 
that, in event of additional equipment being required in the 
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future, that it is the best policy of cities and towns to place this 
equipment in the localities which are being built up and re- 
quire it. 

After inquiring very closely ‘into the costs of a new station 
and equipment for same, it has been found that the sum of 
$40,000.00 will be sufficient for the purpose of building and equip- 
ping the proposed station.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Board of Selectmen, 

Falmouth, Mass. 
Gentlemen : 

I submit the report of the Forest Fire Warden for the year 
ending December 31st, 1926. 

After my reappointment on January Ist, 1926, I submitted 
the following names to your Board with a request that they be 
appointed Deputy Wardens: John E. Overy, Assistant Warden, 
Ralph W. Landers, J. Everett Noyes, M. 8S. Perry, James Me- 
Innis, Alton E. Baker, Charles B. Fisher, William Mullen, John 
DeMello and W. 8. Baker. 

Meetings of the wardens were then held and at these meet- 
ings we outlined a general system or scheme to fight forest fires. 
To prevent loss and confusion at forest fires, we planned what 
could be done to remedy same. Also it was understood and the 
law explained that no person except the Forest Fire Warden 
could kindle or start a back-fire. It was also agreed that men 
working at a fire must be under the direct charge of the warden 
or some deputy in order to receive pay. 

These meetings were very beneficial as many other matters 
were discussed and settled between us with the result that when 
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the fire season started it found us prepared to respond quickly 
to the fire and to act as a unit with team work. 

I wish to report that this year there has been a total of 78 
brush or woods fires in the town, and the total cost to extin- 
guish these fires amounted to $4,309.63. The total acreage burnt 
cver was 2,831, and I expended $205.00 for pump cans and vari- 
ous other extinguishing agents. 

The State appointed H. W. F. Scannell an observer in the 
lookout tower and up until the time of the large fire that oc- 
curred, his services proved to be efficient and very satisfactory. 
For some reason unknown to us, after the large woods fire, he 
resigned and his place was taken by Miss Ida A. Small, who 
proved to be very satisfactory. 

The following is a comparative table of amounts expended 
during the last eleven years:

On May 12th, fire broke out on Brick Kiln Road at 10.25 p. 

m. After working all night, the man in the Tower the next 
morning, saw some person whom he was not able to identify set 
the woods afire again in two places, and owing to the high 
wind and the very dry soil, the Deputy Wardens and their men 
ere unable to get at the fire and it quickly assumed large pro- 
portions and was quickly out of control. A general alarm was 
sounded and help was called for from out of town. It then be- 
came necessary to confine the fire as much as possible and pro- 
tect the buildings. This fire burned all that day and night, the 
next day it rained and the fire was extinguished. The cost of 
fighting this fire amounted to $3,434.33. The Town Finance 
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Committee allowed me $3,521.95 on May 24th for claims pre- 
sented for this and previous other fires that had not been paid 
for. Since that date I have received the following claims to 
the amount of $71.25.

REPORT OF MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


I herewith submit for your approval the twenty-seventh an- 
nual report of the Moth Superintendent for the year ending Dee. 
31, 1926. 

I am very sorry to state that the Gypsy Moth situation is 
just about as bad as ever, and in some sections worse. One 
reason is that the property owners refuse to co-operate to sup- 
press this pest; even after their adjoining neighbors have done 
ell in their power in the way of spraying and creosoting their 
trees. 

I would suggest that some action be taken to enforce the 
law compelling these property owners, to clean their grounds, 
and not make a menace to others who are taking every precau- 
tion to get rid of this terrible pest. 

I would also suggest that any spraying requested to be done 
on private estates, be done as private work and not as Town 
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work. As the money received for this private work is turned 
into the Town Treasury, and not the Moth Department; and 
therefore lowers the appropriation for this department consid- 
erably. For example this department did $1,233.50 of private 
work this year, which had to be turned into the Town Treasury 
und could not be used to any advantage by this department. 

If this money came direct to the Moth Superintendent it 
could be used in the fall for creosoting and would be a great 
help. 

During the spraying season, we worked overtime, and even 
Sundays trying to cover as much ground as possible and to ac- 
commodate those who requested spraying done. 

The motors on several of the spraying machines need a thor- 
vught over-hauling; and there is also the need of new hose. 

Therefore I recommend that seven thousand ($7,000.00) dol- 
jars be appropriated to carry on the work of this department 
for the ensuing year.

SPECIAL REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
CONSERVATION RELATIVE TO THE VALUE 
OF PUBLIC EDUCATION AND PATROL AS 
METHODS OF PREVENTING FOREST FIRES 
IN CERTAIN TOWNS. 

[Conservation. Dec. 1, 1926.]

To the Clerk of the House of Representatives, State House, Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

Str: — In compliance with the provisions of Chapter 30 
of the Resolves of 1926, I submit the following report. 

In accordance with provisions of this resolve an experi- 
ment is being carried on to determine the value of education 
and patrol in the prevention of forest fires. There are three 
co-operating agencies, the United States Forest Service, the 
Massachusetts Forestry Association and the Massachusetts 
Department of Conservation. 

The area selected for the experiment consists of the towns 
of Bourne, Barnstable, Falmouth, Mashpee, Sandwich and 
Yarmouth on Cape Cod. This district is recognized as 
having the highest forest fire hazard to be found in Massa- 
chusetts. In fact it would be difficult to find an equal area 
in the Eastern states that surpasses it in this regard. The 
pitch pine and the scrub oak in mixture are the predomi- 
nant species and both are highly inflammable. Fully fifty 
per cent of the forest area has been burned over at least 
once in the past twenty years and some sections have been 
swept by fire several times during this period. 
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Another reason for selecting this area is the fact that it is 
practically surrounded by water, there being tide water to 
the north, south and west, while on the east the Bass River 
practically cuts the Cape in half. For forest fire prevention 
this area may be considered an island because any fire occur- 
ring on it must have originated there since the possibility 
of fires spreading into this area from adjoining territory is 
very remote. 

In order that detailed plans might be made for carrying 
on this experiment a meeting of representatives of the 
United States Forest Service, the Massachusetts Forestry 
Association, the Forestry Division of the Department of 
Conservation and the town forest wardens of the six towns 
was held at the State Forester’s Office where definite plans 
were worked out and later put into operation. 

The educational work was begun by the Massachusetts 
Forestry Association on the first of January. Its forester, 
equipped with motion picture, bulletins describing the ex- 
periment and setting forth methods of fire prevention, 
posters and other educational material, spent three months 
in the district giving talks to all the schools, boards of 
trade, women’s clubs, fraternal organizations, civic associa- 
tions, church clubs, and similar groups — in fact, to every 
kind of gathering where the showing of the pictures was 
possible. Conferences with individuals and small groups 
were held in every community. By the end of the three 
months practically every man, woman and child in the 
district knew about the experiment, and what each could 
do to help. The press devoted much space to’ the experi- 
ment, and the railroads, electric power companies and manu- 
facturers pledged their hearty co-operation. As a climax to 
the work of the Association’s forester, the lecturer of the 
United States Forest Service spent a week in the district 
giving special talks to selected groups. 

As a part of the educational campaign carried on, a study 
was made of the woodlands to determine how the work of 
the fire wardens could be made more effective. It was 
found that many areas ranging from 1,000 to 4,000 acres 
contained no roads passable for vehicles, and a fire starting 
in the interior of one of these tracts could not be reached 
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with fire apparatus until it had burned to the nearest road. 
It was decided to remove the brush and inflammable ma- 
terial from the old public and logging roads and to cut 
these large tracts into smaller ones averaging about 160 
acres each. The estimated mileage to be brushed out in 
these six towns was 176 miles, and 120 miles of these roads 
were opened at an average cost of $30 per mile, or a total 
of $3,600, one-half of this expense being borne by the 
Massachusetts Forestry Association and one-half by the 
various towns in which the work was done. This expendi- 
ture should not be considered as a part of the cost of the 
experiment because it simply represents a result of the edu- 
cational work. 

Immediately following the educational campaign, the State 
Forester appointed two men who were familiar with the dis- 
trict to act as forest rangers. These men patrolled all the 
roads, visited camp and picnic grounds, distributed fire pre- 
vention literature, interviewed the occupants of all automo- 
biles found parked in the woodland or along the roadside, 
saw that no brush or rubbish burning was done except under 
permit, reported all fires and the cause of the same, sup- 
pressed small fires discovered, disposed of fire hazards, so 
far as possible, such as paper and rubbish left on picnic 
grounds, inspected town dumps frequently, and kept the 
subject constantly before the public. These rangers were 
provided with Ford cars equipped with small truck bodies 
in which they carried a number of water cans with hand 
pumps, shovels and other tools for fire suppression. They 
wore distinctive uniforms and police badges. They person- 
ally attended 117 fires, travelled 28,000 miles and inter- 
viewed over 8,000 persons. 

There have been 138 forest and grass fires this year as 
compared to 73, the average for the past three years. This 
increase of practically 90 per cent in the number of fires 
was due largely to the clearing of land in connection with 
the real estate boom and the presence of large numbers of 
people in the forests during the worst part of the fire season. 
This was a new factor in the fire prevention problem that 
was not present during the previous three years. Most of 
these people were non-residents and therefore it was not

possible to reach all of them through the educational 
campaign. | 

The total area burned in the six towns this year was 3,771 
acres, and the aggregate cost of the educational campaign, 
the patrol and the suppression was $12,452, as compared 
with the average yearly records during the three preceding 
years of 9,363 acres burned and $9,829 spent for suppression 
alone. This shows an increase in cost, for education, patrol 
and suppression, of $2,623, or 26.7 per cent higher than for 
suppression alone, but a reduction in area burned of 5,592 
acres, or about 59.7 per cent. In other words by spending 
one-fourth more under this system the loss in acres burned 
was reduced about three-fifths. This, however, is recognized 
as an exceptionally bad fire year, and when we compare the 
figures of this year with those of the worst of the three pre- 
ceding years, which were 21,444 acres burned and a cost of 
suppression of $9,924, we find that the cost has been in- 
creased by only 25.5 per cent, while the acreage burned has 
been reduced by 82.4 per cent. 

The most encouraging feature of the whole experiment 
thus far is the change that is noted in public sentiment 
toward the fire problem. The people now have renewed 
hope that productive forests can again be established on 
Cape Cod. Greater interest in reforestation has been shown 
because of this determined effort to solve the fire problem. 
The towns have continued their appropriations for planting 
on town forests, the state is establishing a new nursery on 
the state forest and individuals have begun to reforest their 
idle lands. : 

In conclusion would say that this experiment has been 
very successful and in my opinion justifies the time and 
expense that has been applied to it, and I would recommend 
that the experiment be continued during the next two years 
as was originally contemplated.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


I herewith submit for your approval the twenty-seventh an- 
nual report of the Tree Warden for the year ending December 
31, 1926. 

The first work last spring, after town meeting, was to prune 
all trees and brush along the back road to Woods Hole and to 
eut out all inferior trees that were close to the sides of the road. 

We also carried out the same kind of work on the North 
Falmouth to Hatchville road, and more especially on the sharp 
curves where the roads were narrow and dangerous. 

The Tent Caterpillars were easily taken care of in due sea- 
son, as they were not as numerous as in previous years; so that 
the nests were hardly noticeable throughout the different sec- 
tions of the Town. 

The foliage on the shade trees looked flourishing through- 
out the season and was sprayed properly for Gypsy Moth as well 
as for the Elm Leaf Beetle. ; 

I recommend that two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars be ap- 
propriated for the ensuing year. This will be an addition of 
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two hundred dollars over the previous year for the purpose of 
planting trees along the new roads laid out and accepted by the 
town year after year and asked for by the abutters on said roads.

BY-LAWS PRESENTED BY THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
FOR ADOPTION 


Section 1. No person shall repair, wash, or clean carriages 
or motor-driven vehicles or cause them to be repaired, washed 
or cleaned in or on any public way of the town, nor shall any 
person occupy any part of any public way as storage room for 
a vehicle of any kind; except in an emergency temporary repairs 
may be made. 

Sec. 2. No person in charge of any horse shall permit the 
same to be fed on any public way in the town while hitched to 
a vehicle unless the wheels of the vehicle are securely fastened 
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by brakes or otherwise, and no person shall permit a horse to be 
fed on any public way or in any public place after having been 
forbidden so to do by a police officer of the town. 

Sec. 8. No person shall, in the day time, expose himself, 
in swimming or bathing, in any ponds, streams or waters to the 
view of spectators from any street, public grounds, dwelling 
house, railroad, boat, steamboat, or vessel, unless properly 
clothed. And no person shall appear in any public place, ex- 
cept a bathing beach, in a bathing suit, unless covered by an 
overcoat or wrap coming at least to the knees. 


Sec. 4. No person shall behave in a rude, disorderly, in- 
solent, or insulting manner, or make any indecent noise, sound, 
or gesture in any public way or other place, or near any dwelling 
house in the town. 

Sec.5. No person shall use any indecent, profane, in- 
solent, or insulting language, make any threats, or use any other 
language tending to create a breach of the peace in any public 
way or other public place in the town, or within audible dis- 
tance of any dwelling house or other building therein, 

See. 6. No person shall be, or remain, upon any sidewalk, 
or upon any doorstep, portico, or other projection of any house 
or building not owned by such persons, to the annoyance or dis- 
turbance of any person, nor shall persons congregate and loaf 
upon any such sidewalk or in any public way or other public 
place in the town. 

Sec. 7. No person shall stand on any sidewalk or public way 
in such a manner as to obstruct a free passage for pedestrians, 
and no person shall stand or loiter upon any public way or any 
sidewalk in the town for more than five minutes after having 
been directed by a police officer to move on. 

Sec. 8. No person shall engage in any game, sport, or amuse- 
ment, in any public way, whereby the free, safe and convenient 
use thereof by travelers thereon shall in any way be interrupted 
cr the occupants of adjoining premises annoyed or disturbed. 

See. 9. No person, except an officer of the law in the per- 
formance of his duties, shall enter upon the premises of another 
with the intention of peeping into the windows of a house or spy- 
ing upon in any manner any person or persons therein. 
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See. 10. No person shall throw or place upon any sidewalk 
or cross-walk, any banana skin, orange peel, or any slippery 
or greasy substance. 


.See. 11. No person shall make any indecent figures, or write 
any obscene words upon, or deface by marks, in any manner, 
any fence, building, sidewalk, crosswalk, or ledge. 


See. 12. No person shall willfully deface or injure any pub- 
lic playground, planting space, flower bed, grass border, guide- 
post or guide-board, official sign, post, or signaling device for 
the direction of traffic, lamp post or lamp or lantern, or any 
building, fence, or monument or other thing situated, erected, 
er made for the use or ornament of the ‘town. 


Sec. 138. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, fowling- 
piece, or firearm within two hundred feet of any street in the 
town or on any private grounds, except with the consent of the 
owner thereof; provided, however,.that this by-law shall not 
apply to the use of such weapons at any military exercise or in 
the lawful defense of the person, family, or property of any 
citizen. 


See. 14. No person shall own or keep in the town any dog 
which by biting, barking, or howling, or in any other manner, 
disturbs the peace or quiet of any neighborhood or endangers 
the safety of any person. 


See. 15. No person, other than a member of a regularly or- 
ganized band or other musical organization, shall play upon or 
make a noise with any kind of musical instrument in any street, 
way, or other public place, without having first obtained per- 
mission so to do from the Chief of Police or Selectmen. 


Sec. 16. No person shall take part in any parade, pageant, or 
procession on any public way or in any other public place in the 
town unless permission has been granted for such parade, pag- 
eant, or procession by the Chief of Police or Selectmen. 


Sec. 17. No public way or any public place in the town 
shall be used for the purpose of any public meeting or public 
gathering of any kind, except by permission of the Chief of 
Police or Selectmen, and no person, except by permission of the 
Chief of Police or Selectmen, shall deliver a sermon, lecture, 
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address, or discourse on any public way or in any. other public 
place in the town. 


Sec. 18. No person shall solicit money on any public way 
or other public place, or go from house to house for the purpose 
of soliciting money, or sell any tag, badge, or other article of 
any intrinsic value for the purpose of obtaining money, without 
first having obtained permission so to do from the Chief of 
Police, or Selectmen. 

Sec. 19. No person shall place or keep any table, stall, 
booth, cart, or other structure, in any public way or other public 
place in the town or upon any sidewalk, for the sale of food, 
fruit, merchandise or other thing, without permission first being 
obtained from the Chief of Police or Selectmen. 

The penalty for violation of any of the above by-laws shall 
not exceed twenty ($20.00) dollars for the first offense. 


I also recommend the adoption of Chapter 272, Section 54 
of the General Laws. Mai:

The read- 
ing lists for the different grades, published by the teachers have 
also had the careful attention of the trustees in their purchase 
of books. 

The increasing use of automobiles has rendered the former 
system of branch libraries inefficient, and has increased the ser- 
vice at the central library. The decrease in circulation noted 
last year, and due to other forms of diversion and open air activi- 
ties, has been more than recovered and the library received this 
year its largest recent circulation. 

The Trustees desire to record their loss by death on August 
8, 1926, of its first president of the Board of Trustees, Mr. Ed- 
ward Pierson Beebe. It was owing to a bequest of $3,000 from 
Mr. Beebe’s mother, Mrs. Esther Elizabeth Beebe, that the im- 
petus was given, which resulted in the organization by the town 
in 1891 of the Free Public Library. Mr. Beebe served as Trustee 
and President of the board from its beginning until he was in- 
eapacitated in health in 1916. In his will he remembered the 
library by a legacy of $5000. which the Trustees gratefully 
acknowledge.

Gentlemen: 

The Planning Board begs to submit the following report: 

The Planning Board organized at its regular meeting on 
March 2nd, 1926, with Dr. L. C. Weeks, Chairman, and Mrs. 
Frances B. Stevens, Secretary. 

Regular meetings were held during the year. 

The zoning by-law was presented to the annual and special 
meeting. At this latter meeting the zoning by-law, with some 
amendments, was finally accepted. 

It is the opinion of your Planning Board that the antagonism 
against zoning is disappearing, and in general the town feels 
that its adoption was wise. 

On October 8th, the resignation of Dr. L. C. Weeks as chair- 
man was received and Harry V. Lawrence was chosen chairman 
in his place. 

In October the Planning Board submitted to the Board of 
Survey a plan showing the recommendation of the Board for 
building lines in the business district of the village of Falmouth, 
and after a duly advertised hearing on October 21st by the Board 
of Survey, the plan, with a few minor changes, was adopted by 
the Board and is now on record. 

These constitute the main achievements of the Planning 
Board during the year past. 

Considerable thought and study has been given to the in- 
ierpretation and practical application of the zoning by-law, and 
consultations with the Building Commissioner and Board of Sur- 
vey have been held from time to time. 

The Building Inspector has called the attention of the 
Planning Board to several necessary amendments to the by-laws. 
These have been considered by the Board and they will be pre- 
sented to the town at the annual meeting for its consideration. 
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The Building Inspector has called the attention of the Plan- 
ning Board to the necessity of considering the adoption of a 
Building Code. 

It is the earnest recommendation of your Planning Board 
that some action be taken with reference to starting a Town Plan. 

The plans for alterations of the Town Hall, also plans of 
the New Fire Staion, have been submitted to the Planning Board 
and approved by that Board.

REPORT OF GREEN POND BRIDGE COMMITTEE 


To the Taxpayers of Falmouth: 

The committee appointed at the last annual meeting to take 
in charge the building of the Green Pond Bridge herewith sub- 
mit a partial report of their doings. 

Immediately after receiving their commission, the committee 
got in touch with the J. R. Worcester Co., Engineers, of Boston. 
They sent to us one of the firm, Mr. Gilbert Small, who we found 
to be exactly the man fitted to advise us and to eventually be 
the engineer in charge of the work. 

The committee at this time take the opportunity to thank Mr. 
Small on their own and also on behalf of the town for his inter- 
est taken in the project, as he really spent much time coming 
from Boston to go over the work as it progressed for which no 
pay was received or asked for. 

We believe if future bridge work is to be done no mistake 
can be made in building of cement and employing the J. R. Wor- 
cester Co., as engineers. 

Your committee is much pleased with the structure as it 
now stands and believe that it is built for many years of ser- 
vice. Some criticism is heard on the street relative to the ap- 
proaches sinking into the pond and will eventually cost the town 
immense sums of money to replace. When the bridge was ac- 
cepted by the committee it was up to the specifications in every 
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item and any person in normal mind must know that a settle- 
ment is bound to oceur and to what extent perhaps no one is 
able to make, only what may be an estimate, but this committee 
i: of the opinion that no such great calamity will or can occur 
and that only a small sum from time to time will be necessary 
to be spent to keep the approaches as they now are until per- 
manent footing has been obtained. In fact, the engineers tell us 
that no great expenditure will be necessary and the committee 
have confidence in their statment. In view of these facts the 
committee recommend that the balance of the bridge appropri- 
ation unexpended, $1,064.44, be reappropriated at the annual 
meeting to be expended on or for the Green Pond Bridge and 
approaches to be kept by the Highway Surveyor as a separate 
fund for this purpose.

Was appointed inspector and have 
to report that the bridge is new, well built and of good material 
and was opened for travel early in June.

REPORT OF BUILDING COMMISSIONER 


To the Board of Selectmen: 
Town of Falmouth, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

Herewith please accept my report for that portion of the 
year 1926 from May 1st to December 31st inclusive. 

During that portion of the year (eight months) there was 
an estimated expenditure for new construction work in the Town 
of Falmouth of $1,067,744.00. Of this amount $680,374.00 was 
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the estimated cost of new dwellings, $57,395.00 was the estimated 
cost for new private garages. The estimated cost for additions 
and repairs amounts to $84,205.00. There were 217 building 
permits issued and 105 alteration, addition and repair permits 
issued. 

Pursuant to the authority granted by Section 6, Chapter 
143 of the General Laws, your Honorable Board of Selectmen 
appointed the writer as Building Commissioner and officially or- 
ganized a building department for the Town of Falmouth. His 
duties and the purpose of that department is that of enforcing 
the Zoning By-Law, so called, adopted by the Town of Falmouth 
this year, also such general laws or statutes of the State that 
apply when a town incorporates and organizes a building de- 
partment. 

At the outset considerable difficulty was experienced in the 
endeavor to make clear the purpose and intent of the Zoning 
By-Law. Many people do not understand just how the By-Law 
applies to their own case and it requires specific explanation as 
their situations are presented. 


The Board of Appeals, during the past eight months have 
received 32 applications for variance under the Zoning By-Law, 
have granted 26 and refused 6. The notable feature of the 
building in the town this year since May Ist has been that of one 
family dwellings. There have been 107 single family dwelling 
‘ouse permits granted at a total cost of $680,374.00. This in 
itself shows a healthy growth and the sort of increase that this 
town needs. 

The work of the Building Department has been handicapped 
because of no funds being provided for any purpose. The writer 
has been required because of the work of the department to put 
in his entire time, and furnish his own personal car for inspec- 
tion work. In the coming year he should be relieved of being 
obliged to do this. It is absolutely necessary for the Building 
Inspector to inspect each new building at least twice during the 
vrocess of construction. Because of being required to remain 
in the office during the day it has been necessary to make inspec- 
tions after 4.30 P. M. on week days. In order to keep accurate 
records and data, not only for the requirements of the Building 
Department in the future, but for the information of the Board 
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of Assessors, an up-to-date filing and card index system was 
incorporated in the office of the Building Inspector. The amount 
of work that is required, and will be required in the future, and 
because of the inability of the Building Commissioner to inspect, 
and perform the necessary outside work, I hereby recommend 
that the services of a stenographer be granted this department 
for the coming year. 

The following figures show in detail the volume of building 
during the past eight months of 1926. These statistics show the 
character of the building and the cost as entered on the appli- 
cation for permits.

There 
is no way in which the writer of this report can make a com- 
parison with other years because there has been no detailed re- 
cord kept or definite knowledge acquired of the building con- 
ditions in the Town of Falmouth. 

The Building Commissioner owes to the Town Counsel money 
for advice and action in regard to enforcing the Zoning Law and, 
there being no funds in his hands, has been unable to pay them. 
The Building Commissioner also has been to the personal expense 
of $436.71 for expense incurred in the operation of this depart- 
ment for the past eight months. The majority of these expenses 
have been incurred by reason of automobile cost for inspection 
work which the writer does not feel as though he should be 
called upon to pay out of his own pocket. I would suggest that 
the sum of $1,000.00 be appropriated for this department’s use 
for the coming year.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


Your committee on town forest has this past year planted 
about the same number of trees as in 1925, namely sixteen thous- 
and, consisting largely of white and red pine, spruce and larch.

This lot is however in very bad shape for continued planting, 
being much covered with dead brush and fallen trees scattered 
over the ground making planting very difficult and adding much 
to the fire hazard.

It is gratifying to report that the plantings in Good Will 
Park are doing very well and promise to make a new forest to 
replace the old trees now rapidly dying in the park.

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BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five for 
the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected annually. 
They shall serve without compensation. The moderator shall 
at each meeting appoint a committee of three to retire and nomi- 
nate the requisite number of voters, who shall if elected by the 
meeting, become members of the finance committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
with reference to matters under their supervision; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 
report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 

See: 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 


BY-LAWS RELATING TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license 
therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, or any 
other Board or officer may be designated) provided, however, 
that this section shall not apply to any person who sells only 
fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself or his family 
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or fish which is obtained by his own labor or the labor of his 
family. 

Section 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority 
to grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intentions to become 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay there- 
for a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. The fee 
fixed for such license must not exceed that which a license would 
be required to pay under Section nineteen of Chapter 65, R. L., 
as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts of 1916. 

Section 3. No hawker or peddler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chapter 
65 of Revised Law(, or in any acts in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto, until he has recorded his name and residence 
with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may be desig- 
nated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under the pro- 
visions of the preceding section as hawker or peddler of fruits 
and vegetables shall record his name and residence in like man- 
ner with such board or officer. 

Section 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or 
exposing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 

Section 5. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
peddler as described in Section three, shall provide himself with 
a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved by said 
(Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. Who- 
ever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without authority, 
shall be punished by the penalty provided in Section 10 of this 
by-law. (Any other board or officer may be designated in place 
of the Board of Health.) 

Section 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a 
licensee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
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by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number plate, 
to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing the number 
and date of expiration of such license. 

Section 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a 
badge or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his 
registration. 

Section 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
eonflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Section 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the Same.) 

Section 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by- 
laws shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Section 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.

BY-LAWS RELATING TO TRAFFIC. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town shall tracl faster than 15 mile: per 
hour. ; 


Section 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lie street thall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer or traffic officer. 

Section 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 

Voted, that the Town approve of and hereby request the 
Selectmen to make the preceding rules and orders for the regu- 
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lations of carriages and vehicles in accordance with Section 22 
of the General Laws.

STANDING VOTES OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


ARTICLE 1 

Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journd meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. 

Sect. 2 Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap, 11, Sects. 332 
and 333. 

Sect. 4 Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

Sect. 5 Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meeting or relating to the town business, and they shall 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall con- 
tain the reports of all town boards, officers and committees hav- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
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for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, See. 29.) 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditure of 
money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE 11.—Selectmen. 

Sect. 1. Voted that— The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of the town shall designate some per- 
son as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall 
have custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town 
clerk may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chapter 35, 
See. 11.) 

See. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 
purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or County, 
for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
scrip of the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 

Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit- 
tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
estimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 


‘ 
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(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total eantract) 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of the department, board or committee, and if such re- 
commendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the 
same in the annual town report, that the town may take such 
action as seems best. 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain :— 


A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time of 
the report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width cost of construction and amount of 
land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have heen faithfully complied with by each corpora- 
tion during the municipal year. 


ARTICLE IIJ.—Water Commissioners. 
Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall

give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
‘ port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January Ist, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates are due 
and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sects. 12 and 15.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extension to be paid from the funds 
in their hands, provided that not more than four thousand 
dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. annually for a period 
of five years. 

Sect. 4. All future extensions of the water mains, except 
such as in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary 
to improve the system shall be under a guarantee of nine percent 
annual income unless the town shall decide otherwise by a two- 
thirds vote at an annual meeting.

ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 

Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody, 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
ceipted accounts, claims, bills, payrolls and vouchers, can- 
celled bonds, notes, script and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance of these 
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duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sect. 72. 


ARTICLE V.—Auditors. 

Sect. 1 Voted that—Anuditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and. 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 25, See. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 

Sect. 1 Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, 
and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before 
the close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, 
bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 
goods, wares, merchandise or money. And no town officer, nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contract or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when. snecial 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of money 
for expenses of such committee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw orders on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 

Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on the 80th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
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due on their accounts, unless the 30th falls on Sunday, in which 
case the settlement and payment shall be made on the 29th. 

Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered to 
consult the town counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Sect.1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 30th of December in each year the collector 
shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging 
to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday in which case the 
payments shall be made on the 29th. 

Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 

ARTICLE VIII 

Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 

for a period longer than one year shall be in serial form. 
ARTICLE IX. 

Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the town 
shall be sent to the auditors. 

ARTICLE X.—Planning Board. 

Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in each 
year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled un- 
til the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of Se- 
lectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy,shall be filled 
by election for the unexpired term. 

Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are stated 
in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to consider and 
advise upon municipal improvements either at the request of 
other officials of the town or upon its own initiative. The board 
shall meet at regular intervals. It may also hold public meetings. 
It shall at all times have access to all public documents or in- 
formation in the possession of any town official or department. 
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It shall examine the plans for the exterior of any public build- 
ing, monument or similar feature, and for the development and 
treatment of the grounds about the same before the adoption 
thereof, and may make such recommendations thereon as it may 
deem needful. It may make investigations and studies relative 
to new street and park developments. It may provide for public 
lectures and other educational work in connection with its recom- 
mendations. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the 
carrying on of its work within the amount of its annual appro- 
priations. 


Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinuing 
or changing the limits of any way, street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion of at 
least two weeks in advance of action by the board of Selectmen. 


Sect. 5. Such board shall make a report to the town annual- 
ly, giving information regarding the conditions of the town and 
any plans or proposals for the development of the town and esti- 
mates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be sent to the Se- 
lectmen not later than such time in January in each year as 
Selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed by law in force 
relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be filed with the 
Massachusetts department of public welfare.

Sect .1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
work on the roads or for any other service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
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of which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be the lowest responsible bidder; preference always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 


Sec. 4. Voted to—Reduce the number of constables to be 
elected from eight to two, and that the Selectmen have authority 
to fill any vacancy they shall see the necessity for. 


SECTION V. GENERAL RULES. 


Voted that the heads of all departments, making a report 
in the Annual Town Report, to include a list of all indebtedness 
against their departments, not included in their annual report.
